(widal) for the diagnosis of typhoid! 
fever, is performed in the following 
way: 
One part of typhoid blood or 


serum, with or without previous dilu- 
tion with water, is added to one or 
more parts of a twenty-fcur-hour bouil- 
lon culture of the typhoid bacillus. If 
the typhoid reaction is present the ba- 
cilli quickly lose their mobility and be- 
come clumped together in masses. Tho 
iuibstances which cause this reaction 
are absent or present to only a mod- 
erate extent, in the blood of those not 
suffering from typhoid fever,-while af- 
er the fifth day the blood of those hav- 
ng typhoid 
fever 
usually contains 


hose 
ajrglutMiating substances 
in 


.bundancc—in amounts greatly in ex- 
:ess of that found in the blood of those 
vho have not recently had or hava 
never had typhoid infections.

When I 
reached it-I called to a. policeman, who 
-was.there to keep the. crowd in order, 
.asking him to. guarebtfie treasure. He 
^called? othefsT an3 '-la sL^Kw "minutes 
"thVee men in uniform- surrounded the 
carriage. Then we lugged the five sacks 
of, coal into the bank. 
When I had 


dumped the last sack on the floor I 
went into the president's room, where 
the meeting was still in session, and 
asked him for S2 to pay the hackman. 
He looked at me surprised and asked 
where I had been, whereupon I told 
him the story. 


I never saw sueh'a enange in a mltn's 


face in my life. "You little brick!" he 
exclaimed, taking me by the hand. 
"You 
may save this batik, and if you 


do— Drive right-a way again and bring 
five more sacks. Here is a ten dollar 
bilL Want any more? No? Well, go 
afoead, and the Lord be with you." 


I found the coal office where I had 


been closed and had to get a coal dealer 
out of Ms bed for the next lot, but I 
secured them and took five more bags 
back to the bank, reaching it about 2 
o'clock in the morning. More than half 
the crowd had gone by Ibis time, hav- 
ing had confidence restored by the first 
five bags of coal. After I had got the 
second lot inside, the directors adjourn- 
ed the meeting and, led by the presi- 
dent, went out chatting- merrily, wear- 
ing every appearance of having got in 
gold enough to Jast a month: '- 


The nest morning the bank, opened 


as usual, but people who bad be 
there the night before mingled witu the 
crowd, spreading the report that'ten 
sacks of gold had gone in and that the 
bank was all right Many left the line 
leading to the cashier's- window, and 
before noon there were not a dozen 
people waiting to draw their accounts.

Then 
I fought Indians, went to Cuba and 
later to the Philippines. I bsre played 
many bluff games to fool my enemy, 
roost of them hsvjoc been successfnl. 
I have learned from this experience 
that what my men need to enable them 
to win i* confidence and what my, en- 
emy needs to enable me to defeat him 
te tfce belief that MB going to do it.

Many at Chicago Disaster. 


PRISONER OX A HIGH ESCAPE, 


Foot Ca-ngrht and Enveloped In 


the Flame*, Wfclcfc Badly Bnrned 
Her, She Guided R todder Acro»» 
Which Many Scrambled to Safety. 


With Other*. 


At the Samaritan hospital in Chicago, 


her head and left side swathed in 
bandages, lay Carrie Anderson, the 
child whose deed of heroism at the 
Iroquois fire was recounted in brief 
daring the coroner's inquest, but whose 
name was never learned until the other 
day, says the Chicago Record-Herald. 


Through the steadfast bravery of this 


fourteen-year-old girl at least fifty lives 
were saved on the fatal afternoon. She 
it was who, despite the fact that lier 
entire left side was being lapped by 
flame, caught the end of the ladder 
thrown across the alley from 
the 


Northwestern University building and 
guided it to a firm resting place on the 
fire escape of the second balcony. 
Across this ladder many men, women 
and children scrambled to safety from 
the inferno behind them. 


She was in the balcony with her 


mother, who was employed as a cleaner 
at the theater, and while she escaped 
her mother perished. The child does 
B<>t-know yet that her mother is dead 
and- thinks that she is merely badly in- 
jured. 


•"I was in the highest balcony with 


mamma," she said in recounting her 
experiences to a 'reporter, "and when 
Hi« fire began J jumped up and tried to 
pull mamma with me. We got to the 
fire escape all right, and I got out on it 
I- had hold of mamma, but she did not 
reach the open air out of all the smoke 
with me, and I saw her kind of fall 
back. I know she got hurt, because 
she has not been to see me. 


"I fell on the escape, and my foot 


got caught so that I could not stand up. 
I was lying on my right side, and the 
flte burned me dreadful on my left 
arm and leg and head, but I was too 
excited to think much of that then. 
OJhere were only two other people on 
the escape with me. One was a woman 
down below me who couldn't do* any- 
thing, and perhaps she was dead. Just 
beside me was a man. He kept moan- 
ing all the time. 


"" 'You don't realize what this is, little 
girl,' he said to me, and then a few 
minutes after he began groaning and 
crying to God. That was when I was 
burning, and be was too. All this time 
T had my .foot so tightly caught I 
couldn't move to get farther away from 
tie wicked fire; but anyway, there was 
no- place to go unless I jumped down 
into the alley, where I could see people 
away below me. Then the man lay 
very still and the fire was worse over 
us.'"Then all of a sudden I saw a ladder 
in~the air coming from the building op- 
posite us. I don't know how I caught 
tie ladder because I can't remember 
anything clearly after that; everything 
hurt so. But I caught it some way. 
and then men came across to me and 
Bailed- me out from where my foot was 
fastened. They dragged me across the 
ladder and a whole Jot of people came 
after us." 
/After heir splendid deed Carrie was 
taken .into the Northwestern building 
'and given temporary relief- Then she 
was Jjurried to the Samaritan hospital. 
' Carrie's family is Norwegian, both 
her father, Axel Anderson, a bricklayer, 
and her grandmother having been born 
in Chiistiania. Her moth'er was also a 
Norwegian girl, who came to America 
from her native land to marry young 
Anderson, who had reached Chicago 
three years previous to her arrival in 
1885 and who had been her sweetheart 
in Norway. The little heroine herself 
was born in Chicago and lives with her 
grandmother and father in that city. 


1m Trade For Ton of Coal. 


A Macon county (111.) fanner recent- 


ly graded five dozen fresh eggs for a 
ton of bituminous coal, establishing a 
new record for high price of the for- 
mer, says a Bloomington dispatch to 
the Chicago Record-Herald. The eggs 
were rained at 40 cents a dozen, and 
the coal was sold for *?2 a ton. Both 
parties to the deal were satisfied. The 
egg man started into the poultry busi- 
ness on an extensive scale last spring 
•with 100 hens and pullets. He sold 
during the summer $160 worth of eggs 
and chickens and figures up his feed 
bill at less than $60, his net profit be- 
ing" flOO. He finds that the extra at- 
tention paid to this department of his 
farm brought in satisfactory returns.

know it would be ihe greatest help to- 
wards accomplishing our object. Why 
not? 
Why should you be non-church 


goers, my brothers 
and sisters, any 


more than we? You wish to be saved, 
1 am sure. You do desire to go to 
Heaven v/hen you die? But you sure- 
ly know that there is -'only one name," 
only one condition on which salvatior, 
is offered tn mankind. How can you 
go to Heaven unless you go to church? 
Can anyone win a prize unless 
he 


plays the game? Can a man share in 
the spoils of victory who does not fight 
in the battle? Tan you attain Heaven 
without striving? Certainly not. You, 
no doubt, have reasons for not going 
to church. You may have any one or 
more of a thousand and one reasons 
which are not altogether unknown to 
me.
